The ancient Melita, was given to the Knights Hospitallers 
in 1530, and taken from them by the French in 1798. It 
surrendered to the British in 1800, and was confirmed in 
their possession by the treaty of Paris in 1814. 

Ruding, in his “Annals of the Coinage,” says that the third 
of a farthing was ordered to be struck for this island on 
February 26th, 1827, and again on March 10th, 1835. It 
has also been struck in both copper and bronze during the 
reign of Victoria.

These islands were taken under the protection of Great 
Britain in 1815, and remained so until 1864 when they were 
handed oyer to the kingdom of Greece. According to 
Ruding, a penny, halfpenny, and farthing were ordered to 
be struck for these islands on February 11th, 1819. And 
on August 23rd, 1834, a silver piece of 30 oboli, as well as 
a copper obolos, was ordered ; the latter being of the weight 
of 240 to the pound.

For the more convenient identification of the coins which 
follow, a table giving the shape of the various coats of arms, 
and shields, in outline, is here placed. For easy reference 
the arms, and shields, are numbered separately, and will be 
referred to in the description of the coins, by the numbers 
which are placed under them. There are minor variations 
in the shape of shields, which are impossible to specify, but 
these given will be found to embrace all the most striking 
differences. 



THE AN G-L Q-H AN OVEBIAN COINS. 


The electorate and kingdom of Hanover, together with 
tlie dukedoms of Brunswick and Luneberg, became a portion 
of the British empire by the accession of Georgo* Lewis, 
Elector, in 1714, to the throne of England. From this time, 
therefore, to tho death of William TV. in 1837, tho coins of 
these States come within tho scope of this work. 

The majority of these coins were struck at tho mints at 
Clansthall or Zellerfeld, tho Hanover mint only commencing 
its operations in 1814. 

Tho coins of the Clansthall mint usually bear tho bust or 
arms of the sovereign on obverso, and tbo running borse on 
reverse, bnt when the metal of which tbo coins wero made 
was brought from tbo mines at Andreasbcrg, then tho 
reverse bears St. Andrew with his cross. 

Tho Zellerfeld coins usually bear a wild man holding a 
fir-tree, tho symbol of Brunswick Luneberg. The wild man 
holds the treo in his right hand. (The coins of Brunswick 
Wolfenbuttel bear the same wild man holding tho tree in his 
left hand.) The tree usually has branches on odq side only, 
bnt the mint at Zellerfeld being closed in 1789, and its 
business transferred to Clausthal from that timo to the 
opening of the Hanover mint in 1814, the fir-tree has 
branches on both sides. On the smaller silver and many 
of the copper coins, the royal cypher appears on obverse, and 
tho value on reverse. 

On _ most of tbe coins tbe initials of tbo mint master 
appear ; it will be as well, therefore, to give a list of tbeir 
names during the English connection. On some of tbe 
coins tbo initial C. only appears ; this denotes commission, 
and only occurs in those years in which there was a vacancy

BEUNSWICK-WOLFENBUTTEL. 

The. Duchy of Brunswick was in 1409 divided into two 
branches ; that of Brunswick-Luneburg (from which came 
George I. of England) and Brunswick- Wolfenbuttel. This 
latter had for its Duke William Frederick, who, com- 
manding the avant-garde at Waterloo under Wellington, 
was there killed on June 16th, 1815, and who was succeeded 
by his eldest son, Charles Frederick William. He, being 
a minor, was placed under the guardianship of George, 
as Prince Regent, and also as George IV. until 1828, when 
the young Duke assumed the government. 

Under these circumstances it has been thought advisable 
to include the coins of this State between 1815 and 1823. 
Although they can scarcely be classed as belonging to the 
scries of English dependencies, still, being found with the 
name and title of the sovereign upon them they might 
otherwise somewhat puzzle the inexperienced collector.

INDIA. 


The first commercial intercourse of the English with 
India was a private adventure of three ships, which were 
fitted out in 1591. 

The information brought home gave rise to another 
voyage, and ultimately to the establishment of a company, 
whose first charter was granted by Queen Elizabeth in 1600. 
Other companies were chartered in 1698 and in 1702, until 
in 1708 the New East India Company was established. 
This continued to increase in power and size till 1858, when 
the Government of India was transferred to the Crown, 
under a Council of State, when the Company!? political 
power ceased, and the Queen was proclaimed on November 
1st, 1858, as Queen of Great Britain and the Colonies. 
This title was altered in 1877 to Empress of India. 

Of the coins of the native princes of India it is not in our 
province to speak, although they are intimately connected 
with those of the company. In fact, in some instances 
such as the “ Surat ” rupee for Bombay, the “ Sicca ” 
(current) for Bengal, and the “ Arcot ” for Madras, the 
coins of the latter were exact copies of the former. 

It will be necessary to mention, however, for the better 
understanding of what has to follow, that there were until a 
very recent period (even if not at present) two distinct 
monetary systems prevailing in India, the Hindu and the 
Mussulman, and although the former has become extinct 
throughout the greater part of Hindustan, by the pre- 
dominance of the Mussulman power, it is still found in the 
coins in use in several petty states of Southern India. 

The unit of the Hindu system is of gold, and is called 
“Him” or “Soon,” which word in the old Carnatic 
tongue signifies gold. The name of this coin amongst

year 1738, and the coins struck then were of like character 
to those of the native Surat mint; but about 1790 machinery 
like that in use at the royal mint in London was introduced, 
and the Rupees thenceforward were carefully stamped, and 
bore the entire legend. Other improvements were made in 
1800, in 1823, and again in 1832. 

The copper coins for Bombay were from an early period 
fabricated in England, many being struck at the Soho 
works by Messrs. Boulton and Watt. Since the construc- 
tion of the new mint at Bombay in the year 1832 they have 
been struck there, bearing the company's arms on one 
side, and a pair of scales with the word Adel Jju: (Justice) 
between, on the other. 

The establishment of an independent coinage in Bengal 
was of much later date. Until the year 1757 the only 
indulgence granted to the company was the privilege of 
having bullion converted into coin at the mints of the 
Nawab of Bengal, which were at Dacca, Moorshedabad, and 
Patna. After the taking of Calcutta in 1757 a mint was 
established there, although they still continued to imitate 
the native currency. 

But at last there were so many kinds of Rupees in 
existence, all differing in weight and fineness, and causing 
so much trouble and loss, that the company resolved in 
1773 to remedy this evil by declaring that all Rupees 
coined for the future should be of the standard weight of 
180 grs., should bear the same date (the 19th of Shah Aulum, 
the then king of Delhi), and the same inscription ; and 
this continued the practice until 1835, although Shah Aulum 
died in 1786, and the inscription still stated they were 
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Europeans is u Pagoda /’ a Portuguese appellation derived 
from a pyramidical temple, which forms the device on ono 
side of it. The Hindu name for it is u Varaha.” The Hun 
or Pagoda was subdivided into Fanams, or, more properly, 
Panam »rt Faluco or Faloos, and Cash or Kas ^1$ thus — 
20 Cash= 1 Faluce. 

80 Cash — *1 Faluco = 1 Fanam 
3300 Cash =108 Faluco = 42 Fanams = 1 Pagoda. 
The unit of tho Mussulman system is tho silver Rupee, 
thero being nominally 10 Rupees to tho gold Mohur; but as 
tho weight and quality of tho latter varied from time to 
time, wo find practically that from 14 to 1G Rupees was the 
value of a Mohur. Tho Rupeo is subdivided into Annas 
(which is a money of account only) and Pysas, or Pico, and 
Pie, thus — 

3 Pie = 1 Pysa (or Quarter Anna) 

12 Pio = 4 Pysa = 1 Anna 
192 Pio =04 Pysa = 10 Annas = 1 Rupeo 
The coins of tho Hindu system — viz. Pagodas and 
Fanams — seem to havo been confined to tho Madras presi- 
dency, whilst on tho other hand tho coins of Bombay and 
Bengal were Rupees, Annas, and Pico. 

Tho earliest coins for tho East Indies woro either struck 
at our own mint by our monarchs, or coined by their 
authority. Of the former kind were tho “ Portcullis ” 
pieces of Elizabeth struck in 1000-1. During tho reign of 
Charles II. the company began by authority from the 
Crown to strike coins for their factory at Bombay, all of which 
bore either the name, or some roferonco to, tho sovereign. 

Tho first money coined in the East Indies was at Bombay 
in the year 1071, when the Court of Directors gave instruc- 
tions to their servants to establish a mint, and a few years 
later this measure was sanctioned by tho Crown. A clause 
in the charter granted 26 Charles II., dated October 5th, 1G77, 
empowered the company <( to stamp money at Bombay, 
which money should be current wherever tho company’s 

9 * 
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the Rupee with its half and quarter, was struck with an 
indented cord milling; and this, with the exception of a 
coinage of Arcot Rupees with their divisions at the Calcutta 
mint which took place in 1823-5, remained the case until, in 
1835, they all gave way to the company's Rupee which now 
commenced being issued for the whole of India. This 
bears the bust of William IV. on the obverse, and on the 
reverse its value in English and Persian. On the accession 
of the Queen the type was only altered so far as regards 
the obverse, of which there are two kinds (with continuous, 
and with divided legends), and the introduction of a silver 
piece of two Annas. 

When in 1862 the Government of India became vested 
in a Council of State, the legend of “ Bast India Company" 
upon the reverse gave way, and an elegant scroll border 
took its place ; and, lastly, in 1877, when the title of 
Empress of India was assumed, this title was placed upon 
the obverse of the coins of each denomination. 

A copper coinage also of half, quarter, and one-twelfth 
Annas was commenced in 1862, which in 1877 had the 
same alteration. 
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struck at Moorshedubad, whcro no mint liad exist od for 
very many years. 

Tlio mints at Dacca and Moorshcdabad wero abolished in 
thoyenr 1793, and mints wero established at Benares and 
Furrukabad subordinate to that at Calcutta. Tho Furruka- 
bad mint was abolished in 1825, whon ono was established 
at Sagur in its placo, and that of Benares was abolished 
in 1830. 

For tho Madras Presidency Pagodas, Fnnams, &c., wero 
coined about tho year 1071 at Fort St. Georgo, and in tho 
charter of 2 James II., dated April 12th, 1080, full power 
was givon to tho company to coin any money such as was 
usually coined by tho nativo princes of tlmt country. 
(Which, taking into consideration that King James had 
no shadow of authority thero, was a very pretty bit of 
assumption on his part.) 

Tho first notico of a mint being established is in tho year 
1743, at Arcot, tho capital of tho Nawab of tho Carnatic. 
Tho Arcot Rupeo was exceedingly rudo, and tho legend 
rarely entire ; but in 1807 tho mint was removed to Madras, 
and a great improvement was raudo in tho machinery, and 
in that and tho following year a largo number of copper 
coins wero Btruck having tho Christian Era in Persian 
numerals; tlicso wero double, einglo, and half Faloos or 
Faluce. Meanwhile a great improvement had taken placo 
in tho silvor coinago, and wo now find tho Rupeo with its 
divisions as well struck as thoso of Calcutta or Bombay, 
and with a neatly milled edgo. In the year 1811 a coinago 
of doublo Rupees, together with thoir divisions, took placo 
from Spanish Dollars, and specimens may bo found of tho 
doublo Rupeo in which tho old impression of tho Dollar 
may still bo traced, not being entirely obliterated in tho 
re-striking. Also in tho same year pieces of half and 
quarter Pagodas wero struck togethor with fivo, two and 
6no Fanams. Theso continued to bo coined until 1818, 
whon still further improvements wero introduced, and 
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Gold Coins.

Very few, however, aro to 
bo found on which tho wkolo, or any considerable portion 
of tho legend, can bo found, ns tho piece of silver from 
which tho coin was struck was almost invariably smaller 
than tho dio. By an agreement with tho Nawab of Surat 
tho coins struck by him wero to circulato at par with those 
issued by tho company, and they wero mutually pledged to 
preserve their standard. Tho NawaVs Rupees, liowcvor, 
were soon found to contain 12, and oven 15 per cent, of 
alloy, and os a result the coinage of silver in tho Bombay 
mint was suspended for twenty years. In 1800 thero was 
an issue of silver coins struck at Calcutta for Bombay, 
as well as at tho latter place, which aro better formed than 
tho preceding, and bear tho whole, or nearly the wholo of 
tho legend, but arc otherwise similar. From 1818 to 1825 
the same wero coined with an upright milled edge, and 
from 1825 to 1835 they havo a plain edge and dotted rim.

CEYLON. . 


The first intercourse of the English with Ceylon began in 
the year 1713. In 1782 a large portion of the island was 
taken by them from the Dutch, who then held it, but it was 
restored to them again in 1783. However, in 1795 the 
Dutch settlements were again seized upon, and the entire 
island was finally ceded to Great Britain at the Peace of 
Amiens in the year 1802. 

We learn from Ending that on November 1 1th, 1812, 
there was ordered to be executed in the island, and again in 
1814, an issue of both silver and coppex 1 , amounting in value 
to 300,000 rix-dollars. On October 19th, 1821, there was 
another issue of i’ix-dollars to the value of £400,000, and 
in 1828 half-farthings were first coined for Ceylon. Three- 
halfpenny pieces were ordered to be coined in 1834, and 
have been continued since.

Java was held by the Dutch from 1G10 (in which year they 
built tbo capital city, Data via) until tiro year 1811, when it 
wits taken by tho English, who retained it until the treaty 
of Paris iu 1814, after which it was restored to tho Dutch, 
who still possess it. During tho English occupation of the 
island coins in gold, silver and copper were struck for thorn 
at tho Surabaga mint by the late Dutch official Johan Anton 
Zwckhert, whoso initial appears on most of tho coins. 

Sir Stamford ltuflles, who was appointed Governor, sent 
out, or favoured tho sending out of an expedition under tho 
command of an English ngent and adventurer named 
Alexander Hare. He inado a settlement on tho southern 
coast of llorneo, nnd obtained a grant of land from tho 
Sultan of Bandnrmnssin, where ho struck small copper coins

SARAWAK (NORTH BORNEO). 

Saeawak in North Borneo was founded by Sir Jas. Brooke, 
who was appointed Rajah in 1841, and through his instru- 
mentality the Island of Labuan or Sultana and the adjacent 
dependencies became incorporated with the British Empire, 
and were formally taken possession of in the presence of 
the Bornean chiefs, December 2nd, 1846. Previously to 
this, so long ago as 1804, the East Indian Company had 
struck small coins (Kapangs) for Labuan similar to those 
struck for Sumatra. 

A company trading to Borneo had a charter granted to 
them as the North Borneo Company, and cents and half 
cents were coined for them by Messrs. Heaton and Sons in 
1882 and following years.

MAURITIUS. - 


Mauritius, or the Isle of France, was discovered by the 
Portuguese in 1505. It was taken by the Dutch in 1598 
and was named by them after Prince Maurice. It afterwards 
came into the possession of the French, who held it till 1810, 
when it was taken by the English and has since been retained 
by them. Ending informs us that on April 24th, 1820, 
half dollars, with the quarter, eighths and sixteenths, were 
ordered to be struck. In 1821-2 there were pieces of 50 
and 25 Cents in white metal struck at the Calcutta mint for 
Mauritius of the value of Es. 116.477. — Prinsep’s Tables, 
p. 57.

The African Company arose out of an association formed in 
London in 1588. A darter was granted to a joint stock 
company in 1618, a second company was created in 1631, 
a third in 1662 ; another in 1672 was formed by letters 
patent which was remodelled in 1695. In 1750 the African 
Company, which struck the following coins, was constituted 
by Act of Parliament. 

It was abolished in 1821, and its forts and settlements 
were transferred to the Crown.

SIERRA LEONE. 


The first settlement of Sierra Leone took place in 1776, 
when a great number of Negroes and about sixty women 
of bad character were sent out from London at tbe expense 
of tbe British Government to form the Colony. The 
project, however, did not succeed ; and a number of 
persons, interested in the abolition of the slave-trade, took 
the affair in hand. A capital was raised amongst several 
subscribers and they became incorporated as the Sierra 
Leone Company in October, 1791.

An island in the South Atlantic Ocean, was discovered by 
the Portuguese under Juan de Nova Castilla on St. Helena's 
Day, May 21st, 1502. The Dutch afterwards held it till 
they were expelled by the English in 1600. The British 
East India Company settled here in 1651, and the island 
was held alternately by the Dutch and English till 1673, 
when Charles II. assigned it to the Company once more. 
St. Helena was the place of Napoleon's captivity and here 
he died, May 5th, 1821. The population of the island in 
1871 was 6241.

CAPE COLONY. 


The Cape of G-ood Hope was occupied by the Dutch in 1600, 
reduced by the English in 1795, and restored to Holland by 
the peace of Amiens in the year 1802. 

It was again taken by the English in January, 1806, and 
finally confirmed to them at the Congress of Vienna, 1814* 
There are no coins struck for this Colony, and the following 
are the only known tokens.

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In tlio year 1G52 n regular coinngo of silver was com- 
menced, consisting of shillings, sixpences, and threepences, 
of two distinct types, tlio ono hearing an oak-treo and tho 
other a pine-tree. 

Theso wero continued for thirty years without any altera- 
tion of dato, which is 3G52. 

There arc also twopcnccs of tho oak-treo typo dated 
1GG2. There nro many varieties in tho dies of theso pieces, 
differing not only in tho form of treo and disposition of 
branches, but also in number nnd sizo of beads, forming an 
inner circlo on both obverse and reverso, ns well as in tho 
letters of the legends, nnd tho pnnctnntion thereof.

ROSA AMERICANA SERIES. 

We now come to the consideration of these interesting 
hut unfortunate coins. Struck in brass or bronze, beautiful 
as works of art, and presenting a remarkably fine portrait 
of the king (George I.), and infinitely superior to any other 
coins in circulation as regards intrinsic value, they were yet 
exceedingly unpopular, and, practically speaking, were never 
in any quantity circulated in America. It is usual to deno- 
minate these as the penny, halfpenny, and farthing; but 
they were, in fact, twopenny pieces, pennies, and halfpennies. 
Of this coinage there are several types, as follows : —

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.The "St. Patrick” or "Mark Newby” Coppers. 

Upon the 19th of November, 1681, there arrived in New 
Jersey a party of Irish emigrants, Mark Newby and his 
family being among them. He brought with him a quantity 
of the pieces known as St. Patrick's halfpence, which, in 
consequence of the scarcity of small change there, were in 
the ensuing May mado current in that State under certain 
conditions expressed in the act by which they wero 
authorized. This act is found in the " Grants, Concessions 
and Original Constitutions of tho Province of New Jersey,” 
under date of May 8th, 1 682.

NEWFOUNDLAND. 


Newfoundland, an island situate on tlie N.E. side of the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, was discovered by Sebastian Cabot in 
1497, who called it Prima Vista. It was formally taken 
possession of for the English by Sir Humphrey Gilbert in 
1583, and the fisheries which were soon after commenced 
became of so much importance that in the year 1625 more 
than 150 ships were employed in them, from the Devonshire 
ports alone. The sovereignty of England was recognized 
in 1713, and in 1832 Newfoundland obtained the privilege 
of a colonial legislature, and at the present time it is the 
only North American colony which returns its indepen- 
dence, all the others being merged in the Dominion of 
Canada. 

Although politically and commercially of much less 
importance than the latter colony, from the numismatic 
point of view Newfoundland claims precedence, as being 
the only place to issue gold coins, which precedence it also 
deserves by the order of seniority.

COINS AND TOKENS OP THE DOMINION 

OP CANADA. 

Under tins head we shall include all the coins and tokens 
struck in or for the British possessions in North America 
which have since been incorporated under this title. The 
principal part of the currency until quite recently consisted 
of tokens, many of which were issued by banks or private 
individuals, while some were designed and executed in 
England, as a matter of speculation, and were sold in bulk 
to the merchants during the seasons of scarcity of change. 
Others again are the work of native artists, the number of 
the latter, however, being very small. There are but few 
silver coins to describe and no gold. The first of the 
Colonies to be mentioned under this heading being : — 

NOYA SCOTIA. 

Nova Scotia was discovered by Cabot in 1475, visited by 
Yerrazzani and by him named Acadia in 1524; settled in 
1622 by the Scotch, under William Alexander, in the reign 
of James I. of England, from whom it received the name of 
Nova Scotia. Since its first settlement it has more than 
once changed proprietors, and was not confirmed to England 
till the peace of Utrecht in 1713. There are no silver and 
but a very few bronze coins, but there are several copper 
tokens.

Until the year 1858 British Columbia formed a portion 
of the Hudson'’ s Bay Territory ; but in that year large 
discoveries of gold were made which, attracting a vast 
immigration of gold-diggers, rendered it necessary for the 
British Government to take measures for the maintenance 
of order, and the country was erected into a colony. In 
1866 Vancouver’s Island was united to it, and in 1871 it 
became incorporated with the Dominion of Canada. There 
are no coins of this colony with the exception of the two 
following pieces, and they can scarcely be more than 
patterns, as I have only seen one of each, which is in the 
National Collection at the British Museum, having been 
presented by E. Seymour, Esq., Governor of British 
Columbia in 1864.

Oaxaca was discovered by John and Sebastian Cabot, on 
June 21th, 1107. In 1521a French settlement was formed, 
and called New France, and in 1535 a Proton mariner 
named Jacques Cartier ascended the St. Lawrence ns far ns 
the present silo of Montreal; and Quebec was founded 
about 1G03, A raid upon these settlements was tnndo by 
the English in 1C2P, but the French regained possession in 
1G32, which they held until 1750, when Canada was con- 
quered by the English, and their acquisition was confirmed 
to them by the Treaty of Paris in 1703. 

During this period coins of silver and copper wero struck 
by the French king, Louis XIV., for his American dominions, 
but these pieces, interesting ns they bo to tho Canadian 
collector, do not come within thcscopoof tho present work. 

Since its incorporation with tho other colonies of North 
America, in tho year 18G7, tho whole havobccn tcrmcd"T!ic 
Dominion of Canada/ 1 and silver and bronzo coins nro now 
issued for tho entire district. Tlic.se, although later in chrono- 
logical order, will first bo described, and afterwards, tho 
somewhat numerous scries of copper tokens, and at tho end 
of theso will bo placed a number of penco and halfpence, 
all of which wero most probably strnck in England, and 
which would more correctly be described as Non-Local 
Tokens of tho nineteenth century, and which nro usually so 
described, but which nro included hero ns thoy wero used 
very freoly ns small change in Canada for many years, anil 
nro claimed by Canadian collectors ns their own.

COINS AND TOKENS OP THE "WEST 

INDIES. 


Tiif. West India Islands belonging to Great Britain, of 
which Jamaica is the largest and most important, have an 
area of nearly 14,000 square miles and a population of 
1,250,000. In the early part of the present century slavery 
existed in all the islands. 

Fostered by highly protective duties, they reached a very 
flourishing condition, and large fortunes were made. This 
condition was completely artificial ; and when slavery was 
abolished, and the protective duties repealed, an entire 
collapse took place, and many hitherto wealthy persons were 
ruined. Up to that time these islands lmd been regarded as 
the choicest possessions of the British crown, and a grand 
outlet for commerce. Since then they have received less 
attention in every way than they deserve, but are now again 
resuming their proper position, and it may be hoped that 
they will once more become prosperous. 

With the exception of an attempt in 1822 by striking a 
quantity of the pieces of Half, Quarter, Eighth and Six- 
teenth of a Dollar, no provision for the currency of these 
islands has been made by the mother-country, although 
later, silver threepences, and thrcehalfpenccs, have been 
issued, and also a special issue of nickel coins for Jamaica. 
Considerable use has been made of the Spanish dollars, and 
a number of varieties of cut and countermarked coins 
will be found in this series. There are also a few tokens 
issued by private traders. The series, although small, 
contains pieces of great variety and interest, containing 
as it does some of the very earliest and rarest of our colonial 
coins, viz., those of the Somer Islands.

Ruding says that by a proclamation of the Governor of 
Trinidad made June 19th, 1811, apiece of silver was ordered 
to be struck from the centre of each Spanish dollar, the 
dollar so cut to circulate at the rate or value of nine shillings 
(currency), and the piece so- cut out to pass current for one 
shilling. Now the question arises, were these pieces triform 
or heart-shaped ? If so, that will satisfactorily account for 
Spanish money cut in this shape. Boyne, in his “ Silver 
Tokens/'’ mentions these, but although he thought they 
might be intended for colonial use, he knew nothing of them. 

—Another unexplained curiosity is a Spanish dollar of 
Ferdinand VII., dated 1811, which is countermarked ^ ^ 
surmounted by a crown. This may have been intended for 
use in the West India Islands at this time as so many 
expedients were tried to procure currency, or it may possibly 
have been used for Gibraltar. See a note to a somewhat 
similar piece for that place. 

There is also a triangular portion of the Spanish dollar 
met with which is countermarked W . R . and halfpence 
with a similar countermark occur. These are usually assigned 
to the West Indies, and doubtless correctly so. They are as

BBITISH G-UIANA. 


(United Colony or Demeuauy and Essequibo.) 

This colony is a section of the northern const of South 
America, and includes the settlements of Domerara, Esse- 
quibo, and J3crbice. It was taken from the Dutch in 1790, 
but restored to them at the Peace of Amiens, in [March, 1802. 
It again surrendered to the British in September, 1803, and 
finally became an English colony in 1814. 

Buding, in his Annals, states that a Committee of Privy 
Council for Trade, for the colonies of Demerara and Esse- 
quibo, on May 12th, 1809, recommended a silver coinage 
of tokens to the amount of £10,000. The monetary system 
at this period was similar to the old Dutch currency ; 
16 duits or pfennigs = 1 stiver, which was equal to about 
two-thirds of an English penny. 23 stivers = 1 guilder; 
this being equal to Is 1-JcZ English. 

In 1839 the old monetary system was abolished, and 
dollars and cents introduced after the American model, 
the 3 guilder piece being made to pass for a dollar. No 
coins were issued after the change in the system, and 
English, Spanish, Mexican, South American and United 
States coins are all now legal tenders at authorized rates. 

The only issue of copper was in 1813, when pieces of 
stivers and half-stivers were struck. There is, however, a 
copper token for one stiver struck in 1838, which is gene- 
rally considered to have been made for this colony, although 
I have not been able to find out anything authentic to 
justify such an assumption. It has been' placed here, as it 
seems as likely to belong to this series as any other. There 
is a cut Spanish dollar also, which was most likely in use 
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BRITISH HONDURAS. 

British Honduras was taken possession of by English 
settlers from Jamaica soon after a treaty with Spain in 1G67. 
They were often disturbed by the Spaniards until 1783, 
since which timo wo have had comparatively peaceable 
possession.

COINS AND TOKENS OF AUSTRALIA 


Oe coins, strictly so called, our Antipodean Colonies have 
none. It is true that at Melbourne and Sydney there are 
mints employed, but as the only coins struck are the 
sovereign and half-sovereign for general circulation, which 
are similar to our own, with the exception of a minute 
initial letter as mint-mark, they can scarcely be styled 
Colonial coins. At the same time as they differ in this 
respect it was necessary to mention, although not to describe 
them. Gold coins were struck at the Sydney mint from 
1855 to 1870 from dies- sent out from the Royal Mint, 
London, which in 1867 were declared to be current coin of 
the realm. 

There are a very few gold tokens to describe, and also a 
few in silver, the majority of the tokens consisting of 
copper pence and halfpence. In describing the latter they 
will be arranged alphabetically in their respective provinces, 
placing the provinces in their chronological order.
